Treaty 
met with any Interrupcions there, bad the 
Tumults and Oppofition made there ri@n 
tothe Height, it was fzar’d they would, 
and by {ome defign’d, (0 as to have embar- 
rafs’d the Governmeént, difpers’d ehe Par- 
liament, and put a Stop tothe Treaty; had 
the Confufions intended been continwed, and 
the Party that took Arms have been en- 
creas’d: by the reft of the unttappy Madmen, 
that fhew’d their Good-Will to it, fo yh 
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had been now debating in the Field, and 
Force have been the Refuge of both fides. In 
fhort, had che Union been now unfinifhed, 
and the Nation not only divided in Govern-.

fo in Parties,torn ia pieces,in Feuds and civil 
Divifions, and the Treaty laid afide—What 
a Pofture of our Affairs fhould we have been 
in now upon this little Alteration of the 
common Face of things abroad ! 

What Encouragement would the Friends 
of Franceand.a depos’d Race have receiv’d, 
and perhaps private Affiftance alfo by this 
Time. to have fomented the Divifion, and 
brought at leaft that Pare of Britain into 
Blood and Confulion ? — What Defolation 
inftead of Peace, DefRruétion inftead of 
Plenty ? what Blood, what Ruin had now 
been raging over a peaceable and quiet Peo- 
ple, and how had chat Party, who have look’t 
on their Country’s Profperity as their Lofs ; 
How have they always difcover’d a Pleafure 
at the Advantsge gain’d by the Enemies of 
the Proteftant Religion, and of Bris:ins Li- 
berty ? How have they fhown what’tis they 


with for, even in their publick Rejoycings at. 


the Difafier befallen the Confederates in 
Spain; nay, tho’ their own Country-Men of 
both Parts of this Jflanud have fallen in the 
Fight ? 

What Sortof People they are, who thus 
rejoyce at the Misfortunes of their Native

far from being able to fend Forces to Spain, 
that they fhould be rather fetching Troops

Not that I believe, the Party in the 
North, with all their Intereft, nay, and af- 
fifted by French Power, nay, tho’ cheir 
young Bloffam, as thcy call him, had come 
over wich all his Intereft and Frierds, could 
have done any thing but have finifhed their 
own Deftruétion, and perhaps have bronght 
fome People the fhorteft Way to theic Undere 
ftandings 5 but what Iniluence ic muft have 
had on our Affairsabroad, what a Negative 
it muft have put upon the Article of Spain, 
what Diforder and Change of Meafures it
